Note and Comment 


The government has decided 
that a new election will have to be 
held in’ Peace River, where Lucien 
Dubue of this city was some weeks 
ago declared by the returning off- 
cer to have been elected. A great 
deal of wild talk was indulged in 
by the Calgary papers when the 
result was announced, It was 
openly charged that crookedness 
was being resorted to in order to 
secure the return of a candidate 
who would favor the selection of 
Hdmonton as the permanent capi- 
tal. At that time the Saturday 
News gave it as its opinion that 
the government could be 
upon to fully consider the cireum- 
stances under which the election 
had been held and to determine 
whether it had been conducted in a 
regular way or not, If anyone 
challenged its decision, the courts 
could be resorted to. Nothing 
official had been given out, It was 
only from Mr. Dubuc that the pub- 
lic learned how the vote had gone. 
Under the circumstances it was ex- 
tremely foolish for our contempo- 
raries in the southern city to work 
themselves up into such a_ state of 
excitement, ‘The action now taken 
fully justifies the confidence in the 
adnnnistration that was expressed 
on this page. From what can be 
learned from private sources, the 
election was not a fair one, ‘There 
was a strong feeling in the constitu- 
ency in favor. of a local man but 
the nominations were held before 
an opportunity was given to place 
one in the field. Mr, Dubue was 
opposed by Mr, J. K. Cornwall, 
whose home at Lesser Slave Lake 
is in the riding of Athabasca. Al- 
together there were only some 110 
votes polled, which is but a very 
sinall proportion of the total votes 
of the constituency, Where popu- 
lation is scattered over such an im- 
mense territory it is absolutely 
necessary to allow a longer period 
for the holding of an election than 
where the country is more thickly 
settled. ‘This is a principle that 
has always been applied in Can- 
adian politics and there is no reason 
for believing that a constituency is 
not entitled to representation simp- 
ly because such delay has to take 
place. Peace River even now has 
a large number of electors and 
within the next five years its popu- 
lation will) probably be tripled. 
Mr. Dubue will in all likelilood be 
a candidate again and Mr. Brick, < 
prominent rancher in the riding, 
is being urged to take the field, 
Mr. Cornwall, who has been in THd- 
monton this week, has not made 
up his mind as yet,

It 
is generally believed that if the city 
can recover the charter, it) can 
make a much more satisfactory ar- 
rangement than that over which 
the trouble arises. Before it is 
finally determined, however, to 
have the municipality construct 
and operate its own road, careful 
investigation should be made, It 
is true that the plan has apparent- 
ly succeeded elsewhere. ‘The ex- 
ample of Glasgow is that most fre- 
quently cited, Btit the information 
at present in our possession is 
seanty and should be greatly sup- 
plemented before we are called 
upon to reach a final decision, 


Ald. Griesbach showed himself a 
wide-awake alderman in calling to 
the attention of the council, on 
Tuesday night, the fact that, 
though tall buildings are now being 
erected in the city, no provision is 
made for fire escapes.

Canada’s attitude towards the 
contest has been clear from the 
first. It was expressed by both 
Mr. R. L. Borden and Sir Fred- 
erick Borden at the recent banquet 
to Mr. Moseley in Ottawa. i 
Britain had decided to adopt a pro- 
tectionist system and were willing 
to grant this country a preference, 
we should have been glad to accept 
it. Further than this, if the Do- 
minion government had in response 
to this treatment given an increased 
preference to British goods, we 
believe that the electorate as a 
whole would have approved of the 
step. ‘Those who would have been 
found most strongly opposing it are 
the very men who are now pro- 
claiming themselves the most ardent 
Chamberlainites, the members of 
the Manufacturers’ Association, 
who want above everything else 
protection against competition, no 
matter whether it comes from Brit- 
ain or any other country. Now 
that the old land has given such a 
decision against Mr, Chamberlain 
as to make it extremely unlikely 
that we shall hear much more of his 
ideas, what will our own govern- 
nent do? When Sir Wilfred Lau- 
rier went to Britain at the time of 
the Diamond Jubilee, he stated that 
the preference was not given in the 
expectation of anything being re- 
ceived in return, ‘This declaration 
was received with tremendous en- 
thusiasm and has done not a little 
to make the name of Canada a pop- 
ular one in Britain, At the last 
colonial conference, in 1902, how- 
ever, language was used which was 
not consistent with Sir Wilfred’s 
words of five years before, It was 
hinted that if a preference was not 
given in return, that granted by 
Canada might be withdrawn. Such 
a step would be a fatalerror, It 
would give a great set-back to the 

cause of imperial unity, and, look- 
ing at the matter from another 
standpoint altogether, why should 
we not give the best treatment to 


those who allow our products in | 


free of charge ? How would ali ilte 
development that has been going 
within the last few years be possi- 
ble but for the British market 
which lies perfectly open to us? 


Quite apart from imperial con- 
siderations, the result of the elec- 
ting is a most encouraging sign of 
the times. If Britain had gone 
back to narrow trade ideals, the 
cause of international peace and 
good-will would have received a 
most deplorable reverse.

William Osler’s 


A week ago 
were full of Dr. 
old-new utterances — regarding 
“death and how men face their 
fate.’’ The utterances were old in 
that they were contained in a lec- 
ture the doctor had delivered before 
the students of Harvard in 190-4, 
but were new, in that at that time 
they escaped general notice and 
were only brought to the light of 
publicity when published in book 
form under the title ‘‘Counsels and 
Ideals, from the writings of William 
Osler."’ 

To quote this eminent medical 
authority: ‘'As a rule man dies as 
he has lived, uninfluenced, prac- 
tically, by the thought of a future 
life.’ Again ‘In this matter of 
death man hath no pre-eminence 
over the beast—as the one dieth, so 
dieth the other."' 

‘To substantiate these statements 
Dr. Osler says he has the careful 
records of five hundred death beds, 
all of which may be true and yet 
not convincing from a lay stand- 
point. Over against his record 
have we not the recorded last 
words of many of the world's nota- 
bles. ‘‘I have had wealth, rank 
and power,'’ said the dying Prince 
Consort of Hngland, ‘‘but if these 
were all I had, how wretched 
I should be. A moment later he 
said softly: 

“Rock of ages, cleft for me, 

‘Let me hide myself in ‘Thee."’ 

“Oh that peace may come,” 
sighed out his widow, Queen Vic- 
toria, forty years later, alluding to 
that which lay heaviest upon the 
heart, England's war with the 
Boers.

Public Reservations 


Prominent Citizens Hmphasize 
the Necessity of making Them 


The Saturday News asked for an 
expression of opinion regarding an 
article published in its columns re- 
cently in which the opportunity 
was pointed out which Hdmonton 
now has of making its public build- 
ings and its parks serve as part of 
a general scheme to give the city 
an increased dignity and beauty. 
Several excellent letters have been 
received, 

Iix-Mayor Short writes ; 

“You ask for an expression of 
opinion touching the beautifying of 
the city as discussed in your recent 


issue, 

“There can be no doubt as to 
the advisability of taking steps 
along the lines you suggest. ‘Ihe 


natural advantage of our location is 
great, and but little has been done 
to preserve it cither for ourselves 
or our visitors, As an advertise- 
ment alone, a wide driveway along 
the bank overlooking the valley, 
with parks at the east and west 
ends and on the hillside, would be 
a paying investment, 

“But there should be an effort to 
induce the large property holders, 
such as the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, to recognize the principle of 
“Noblesse Oblige’’, “hat com- 
pany and other persons and corpo- 
rations have secured large returns 
upon lands made valuable by the 
enterprise of those who have made 
Hdmonton what it now is. ‘here 
has not, however, been anything 
given by ¢ any person or corporation 
in the way of a park or recreation 
ground; not only so, but in the 
matter of surveys, property owners 
have not always made provision 
even for uniformity of — streets. 
Heretofore while the need of a park 
was fiot so- pressing as some of the 
other claims upon the municipality, 
it has been impossible to get the 
couric! to spend money for parks. 

Now the need for action is bepin- 
nite to be felt. By all means, let 
the mistakes of the past be recti- 


fied, and let there be some intelli- | 


gent plan for the future." 

Ald, W. A. Griesbach writes : 

“T have your communication of 
the 29th ult., with reference to the 
proposition of securing for this 
city a reservation for all public 
buildings. I am deeply interested 
in the idea of beautifying this city, 
It already enjoys many natural ad- 
vantages and [ should be prepared 
to support any scheme having this 
very desirable object in view. I 
feel however, that there are many 
substantial advantages yet to be 
sought for and the question that 
presents itself to my mind now is 
whether it would be better to se- 
cure these purely utilitarian bene- 
fits at considerable expense now, 
and leave the question of heauti- 
fying the city to a more convenient 
season, or to take up the work of 
adding to the appearance of the 
city now, at the expense of these 
important commercial advantages, 
As I said before, my mind is_ per- 
fectly open on the question and I 
should be prepared to give my most 
sarnest attention to any proposition 
along these lines submitted to the 
council in which T have the honor 
to serve,” 


The manager of one of the large 


financial institutions doing business 
in the city sends the following ; 

“T think your idea of getting 
some good reliable landsdape archi- 
tect to give the city council an im- 
pression of what would be the best 
way to go about it, a good one, 
Parks are altogether necessary, if 
the cily reaches the growth we all 
hope it will, and the sooner steps 
are made to obtain the land the 
better. I should like to seea park, 
within a reasonable distance of the 
centre of the city, that could be 
utilised for the purposes of all 
kinds of sports."

All not Smooth in Connection 
With Board of Trade—Many 
Trees to be Planted 


Calgary, Jan, 17. 

Calgary is to have a vigorous 
park policy, Ald. Hunt, chairman 
of the committee having the matter 
in charge, has with his usual en- 
ergy prepared an extensive plan 
on which to start work in the 
spring. It is proposed to obtain 
30,000 young spruce trees from the 
Banff Park reserve and 15,000 
maples from Indian Head. ‘These 
will be planted in the parks and 
around private residences. It is 
proposed to charge ten cents apiece 
for them and there is no doubt that 
the deniand will be large. When 
this programme is carried out, a 
great improvement will certainly 
be made in the appearance of the 
city. All that it needs is a few 
trees to make ita most beautiful 
municipality. 


The oft-adjourned  Dennis-Ed- 
wards libel suit will come up again 
before the magistrate this after- 
noon, <A settlement is said to have 
been arranged. Mr. Iédwards’ 
counsel, P. J. Nolan, was not in 
court last Friday when the case 
was called, having understood that 
another adjournment would take 
place.

The Household. 

While the following recipes have 
no especial claim to newness, they 
may be found of value to the young 
housekeeper who is confronted on 
short notice with the preparation of 
special food for an invalid, without 
being just quite sure of the best 
way to set about it I can vouch 
for the recipes being nourishing, 
they having been prepared by a thor- 
oughly competent trained nurse in 
one af the laarge American hospit- 
als, 

Albumenized Milk.—Shake to- 
gether in a self-sealing jar one pint 
of milk and the whites of two eggs, 
until thoroughly incorporated, 

The egg renders the milk a little 
thicker, like cream; otherwise its 
presence cannot be detected. It can 
be flavored and sweetened like plain 
milk, 


Beef Juice with Cream,—The 
juice that runs from an under done 
piece of roast beef should be care- 
fully saved. Every particle of fat 
must be removed when it is cold. 

An equal quantity of hot cream 
can be added to it, with salt and 
pepper to- taste, 

Chicken Broth,—Cut upa chick- 
en into small pieces and break the 
bones. Cover it with cold water 
and put where it will simmer for 
three hours, If it should boil too 
fast and-the water boil away add 
more, Season to taste. A few 
stalks of celery may be boiled with 
it, if desired, and rice added if it is 
allowed, 

Mutton Broth.—Remove every 


particle of fat and skin, leaving two 
pounds of lean mutton when done, 
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pour over it a quart of cold water 
and adda pinch of salt. After it 
comes to a boil let it simmer for two 
hours. 


Oatmeal Gruel,—Mix one table- 
spoonful of oatmeal with a little 
cold milk and stir it into one pint of 
boiling milk. Let it cook for half 
an hour, adding a little salt’ and 
sugar if preferred, It can be made 
ina similar way with water. 


Barly Gruel.—Wash two ounces 
of pearl barley well in cold water, 
changing the water two or three 
times. Cover it with a quart of 
cold water and boil until it is re- 
duced toa pint. Strain and flavor 
with lemon juice, and swecten to 
taste. 

Toast Water.—Cut a thin slice of 
stale bread and toast it carefully 
until it is well browned on each 
side and dry in middle, put itin a 
pitcher and pour over it one pint of 
boiling water, Tet it cool and serve 
iced as it is unpleasant when tepid. 


Flax Seed ‘I'ea,—Cover two table- 
psoonfuls of whole flax seed with 
one pint of boiling water, let it stand 
where it will keep warm for three 
hours. Strain, add the juice of a 
lemon and sugar if liked. serve 
ice cold, 


‘ggnoge.—Beat the yolk of an 
egg and stir into it two teaspoonfuls 
of sugar with the juice of halfa 
lemon squeezed on it, gradually fill 
the glass with milk, beat the white 
toa stiff froth with a teaspoonful 
of sugar and a few drops of lemon 
juice; heap it on the milk or stir 
through it, as preferred.  Oratige 
juice may be substituted for the 
lemon, using less sugar, or brandy, 
or sherry, when stimulant is being 
administered.
